provide a subsidy of up to $65,000 
for each unit and the town is 
proposing to provide the rest if 
needed. 

That additional money will 
probably be needed. The state 
wants to have duplex housing, 
two families in one building 
This would be contrary to the 
zoning by-law. Although a 
comprehensive permit could 
override the zoning, it is to be 
believed that such a proposal 
would not get through the town 
meeting. Therefore the town is 
proposing single family 
residences.

Through the WHA the state 
will contribute $75,000, about 
half of the total cost of the 
sewer, Part of the state con 
tribution will be for im 
provements lo the sewer 
pumping system at the WHA 
and installation of a force sewer 
main, to a high point at the 
beginning of Cedar Street, From 
that point there would be a 
gravity sewer to the present 
sewer al Sweetheart Plastics. 

The Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Commissioners, who did 
not make the original proposal, 
said that the costs were lower 
than they would be for similar

contribution 

Costs for the homes varied 
from $1500 to $3500, payable if 
wanted over a 20 year period six 
percent interest. In addition 
there would be hookup cos 
from the street to the homes, 
which would cost from $300 to 
$900 for individual homes.

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Two state cruisers hit

Extension of Tewksbury sewer for Casa Grande 


An extension of the 
Tewksbury sewer to the Casa 
Grande Long Term Care 
Facility was recommended to 
the Tewksbury Board of Public 
Works by DPW Superintendent 
Phil Pattison. The proposal was 
discussed by selectmen, acting 
as the board of public works, on 
Thursday, September 6. 

A pumping station will be 
necessary, Pattison said, to 
connect Casa Grande to the 
proposed Pleasant Street 
lateral, The Pleasant Street 
project, being funded by private 
developers at no cost to the 
town, is now slated to enter 
construction phases by mid- 
November. 

Pattison told the selectmen 
that once the Pleasant Street 
lateral has been constructed, 
several areas can be serviced by 
sewer extensions. A gravity 
sewer he said, could be installed 
for homes on Dewey Street and 
the police station. Carnation 
Drive could also be supplied, by 


a separate system. 

If a pumping station for Casa 
Grande is installed before next 
summer it should be possible, he 
said, to connect Nelson Street 
and Newton Avenue by gravity 
sewer. 

Sometime in the fifure, a 
sewer lateral may be laid to 
Long Pond, Pattison said. That 
could be anywhere from five to 
15 years in the future. If such a 
lateral is laid, the levels would 
be such that the pumping station 
would not be needed, and Nelson 
and Newton Avenues would be 
connected to the system by 
gravity flow. 

Talking with the Tewksbury 
Board of Health on Monday, 
September 10, officials of the 
Casa Grande home for the 
elderly agreed that a pumping 
Station will be constructed to 
connect that institution with the 
sewer. The estimated cost was 
$150,000. 

The Casa Grande has been 
experiencing some problems

Redmen, 


Wildcats 


play darkhorse roles

Both teams have been here 
before. Lack of size. Lack of 
depth. Both clubs play in one of 
the most (if not The Most) 
competitive high school football 
conferences in the state. Bothy 
squads have inexperienced 
people playing at various key 
positions. 

Yet, in the face of all the 
minuses, both the Tewksbury 
Redmen and _ Wilmington 
Wildcats could be very com. 
petitive in the Merrimack 
Valley Football Conference. 

Competitiveness combined 
with a high degree of parity are 
MVC constants. Defending 
champ Dracut, Wilmington, 


Tewksbury, ‘Chelmsford, 
Methuen, | Andover and 
Lawrence have all copped 


conference crowns over the past 
decade. It is very tough for an 
MVC school to crack a Division 
II Super Bowl, since it is vir- 
tually unheard of for an MVC 
team to finish a season unbeaten 
and untied.

Meteorologist Dick Albert 


Dicky talks to the elderly! 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


He's a real foul weather friend 
who sticks by — and even revels 
— in the very worst types of 
weather. 

He's. Dick Albert, well-known 
Boston meteorologist who, like 
Sir Thomas More, is an obvious 
man for all seasons — since he 
positively thrives on blizzards, 
thunderstorms, hurricanes and 
nor’easters 

But as much as he loves the 
passion and turbulence of the 
great storms, he says he regrets 
the destruction they wreak — 
and he clearly likes humans 
better than hailstones. 

That affection was made 
evident recently when Albert 
came to the Eastern Middlesex 
regions, to talk to senior citizens 
and schoolchildren — about the 
weather, his wardrobe and a few 
old wives' tales. 

A native and current resident 
of Newton, where he lives with 
his wife, Mary Ann and their two 
sons, Marc and Matt, Albert was 
invited to speak at Stoneham’s 
Senior Citizen Center by Social 
Outreach Worker Marion Rock- 
wood. And — if the seniors’ grins 
were any guage — Albert im- 
proved on the already fine 
weather last Wednesday by the 
ease and sunniness of his dispo- 
sition. 

He passed among the elders 
who came from both Wakefield 
and Stoneham — with a hug or a 
handshake and a broad smile for 
each — and even paid a special 
visit to an 85-year-old admirer, 
Claudia Meehan, who didn't 
want to put the staff to the 
trouble of carrying her and her

casts, said he loves talking about

Forty-eight pre-school 
children, ranging from three to
